REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest reference, Di Caro et al., teach an adaptive agent-based routing 
algorithm, wherein each agent searches for a minimum cost path joining its source and 
destination nodes (see page 324). 

However, regarding claims 1, 5, 10, 14, and 18, Di Caro et al. fail to teach the 
claimed features of: 

determining whether a least-delay path from the first router to the destination 
satisfies the QoS requirement; and wherein a first set of routers that are on the least- 
delay path is in a pheromone table on the first router. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
